“An undetermined number of 
witnesses will be called, but the 
subpenas will be suppressed,” 
United States Attorney Harry 
Richards saia. 

“This investigation, which will 
be under the direction of Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Wil- 
liam J. Stanard II, will continue 
tomorrow and Wednesday and 
intermittently thereafter, alter- 
nating with the Internal Reve- 
nue investigation before the 
grand jury.” 

Hager Is Central Figure. 


The grand jury inquiry is ex- 


pected to center on Hager, 
who was with Carl Austin Hall, 
kidnap-killer of 6-year-old Bob- 
by Greenlease, during almost all 
of Hall’s stay in St. Louis, the 
Post-Dispatch was informed. 


Hager, who entered the grand 


jury room at 1:20 p.m., had re- 
turned to St. Louis early today 
after an extended stay on the 


West Coast. 

He said federal agents have 
continued to talk to him, the 
last interview occuring about a 
week ago in Los Angeles. Hager 
is staying at 5967 Romaine place, 


where his wife and children have {be open until 5 o'clock to ac-

Some time ago in your “Mirror of 
Public Opinion” you published a let- 

- ter from Clarence M. Turley, presi-

road tunnel beneath downtown St. 
Louis for commuter service. 

He said that “the Terminal Rail- 

_ road Association actually owns the 

- tunnel and the railroads that would 
use the tunnels are not interested in 
changing the riding habits of the 
public or of making the substantial 
investment necessary to convert the 

_ tunnel to commuter use.” 

He also said “it would be necessary 
to provide turn-outs and run-around 
switches for the commuter trains to 
be unloaded at these points.” 

Now if you are 50 years old, or 
more, you probably remember the 
fight we had with the railroads to 

' build the Free Bridge. The railroads 
were not going to use it and it would 

* just be another big expense for the 

" taxpayer. 

Now wouldn’t you like to have the 

* money that the City of St. Louis 
gets from that same bridge? 

* * - 


_ Well, it looks like we are up against 
the same old thing again. You would 
” think that with nearly every major 
~ trucking company in St. Louis either 
building new and larger terminals 
or doubling their capacity in the 
past five years that the railroads 
> would be looking for new sources of 
revenue, especially when it is right 

’ at their door. 
* Let’s take a look at the situation. 

First, there are not one but two tubes 
~ or tunnels already in place and ven- 
* tilated. They run north from the Mill 
Creek valley beneath Eighth street 
to Washington avenue and then east 
to the Eads Bridge. 

Since these tubes are of rubble 
masonry, the expense of making the 
necessary openings for loading plat- 
forms should not be too great. 


With these two tubes in operation 
it should not be necessary to have 
“turn-outs” or “run-arounds.” . - 
narily a train could back in front the 
hy pick up its load and be gone 

a few minutes. 

If, however, a passenger or freight 
train was using the track, the com- 
muter train could use the east tunnel 
to Eads Bridge, cross over to the 
west track and pull in behind the 
other train with no interruption of 
service. 

While it may have been unprofit- 
able up to the present time to con- 
vert the tunnel to commuter service, 
the time has come when it should be 
given serious consideration. The 
rapid increase in population in the 
suburbs, together with the increased 
cost of bus and car transportation, 
makes this necessary. |

For example, it seems to me that 
the Wabash could use it together 
with the present commuter trains 
and run commuter service to St. 
Charles and get plenty of business 
at Lambert Field and along the way. 


You would think that a nice com- 
fortable train within five or six 
minutes’ walk of the office would at- 
tract plenty of people to that service 

«: who now have to battle traffic. 


If we are to have a prosperous St. 
Louis, this proposition right at its 
front door must be utilized. 

This job cannot be done by the 
railroads alone, but will need the 
help of Mr. Kaufmann, Mr. Tucker, 
Mr. Matthews, Mr. Turley, Mr. Chinn, 
Mr. Dickmann and others.

One Big Appeal 

When charitable appeals become annoying, 
purses tighten up. This certainly is the reaction 
of those who are asked to contribute almost 
day-in and day-out for one good cause er an- 
other—even if it has not yet occurred to all the 
solicitors. 

So to keep charity from becoming a nuisance, 
Civic Progress, Inc., is proposing the creation 
of a United Fund, a kind of super-community 
fund, to embrace all appeals made in St. Louis 
except those for capital investments. 

The reform is long overdue. As we said 
three years ago, noting 40 campaigns on the 
calendar, “It was to stop just such waste and 
annoyance that the Community Chest was or- 
ganized in the first place.” 

Kansas City and Detroit were among the 
cities which had already federated their cam- 
paigns when (those words were written. The list 
has been growing steadily ever since and now 
numbers over 300. 

In many of the cities which already have 
adopted this one-gift plan, according to a report 
made by Donald Danforth, chairman of a special 
committee which investigated the proposal, the 
money is brought in at a much lower cost and 
with much less effort. So it appeals to business 
men, labor leaders and all others who are ex- 
pected to assume these money-raising burdens. 

Some national organizations, notably the Amer- 
ican Red Cross and the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, have resisted the unified ap- 
proach. They feel that their prestige is such 
that they can raise more money by themselves 
than in a supervised mutual campaign. 

These organizations declare they cannot be 
limited to a fixed amount set in advance because 
their needs are not foreseeable: the Red Cross 
may need more to deal with flood or other dis- 
aster—the National Foundation to deal with a 
polio epidemic. 

Advocates of a federated fund reply that these 
organizations may conduct emergency fund- 
raising drives of their own in response to an un- 
foreseen calamity. But their normal needs 
should come out of a single community fund. 
Otherwise worthy charitiés may be starved for 
funds while others get more than their share. 
In Mr. Danforth’s words, “order” to replace 


“chaos” has become necessary “if many of our: 


private philanthropic agencies are to survive.” 

Robert H. Mayer, president of the Greater St. 
Louis Community Chest, has been asked to work 
out the details of a united drive. It seems cer- 
tain that the community will be happy to hear 
only one widely sponsored appeal each year— 
and to contributé to it generously. 
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A Valentine From History 

Our favorite valentine this day is, of course, 
a lacy affair. It depicts a lover’s escutcheon in 
gold with cupid rampant agd roses couchant. We 
have never seen one like it, which is natural 
enough since this one was made about 1850 by 
Esther Howland of Worcester, Mass. Miss How- 
land first mass-produced valentines, which won 
her a fortune but never a touch of Venus. She 
did not marry. 

This valentine is accompanied by others, in- 
cluding one showing an eager-beaver type of sol- 
dier, with red cap on backward, and the lines: 
“On to Richmond! .Now’s the call. Rally, rally 
great and small: Oh, by golly how they'll scoot, 
when they see you, raw recruit.” Here was one 
of the earlier satirical valentines, though it 
has lost its bite noW that the war is over. 

Our valentines, and information about them, 
come from the remarkable new monthly maga- 
zine, American Heritage. Bound in book form, 
published by the Society of American Historians 
and the American Association for State and 
Local History, American Heritage offers a color- 
fully illustrated look at our dramatic past. The 
February issue presents battle studies and mem- 
oirs of presidential aides, an account of King 
Ludwig’s girl friend, Lola Montez, and other 
varied articles including, of course, the nosegay 
of old valentines. 

This particular day is as appropriate as any 
for introducing American Heritage, for the pub- 
lication is both timely and nostalgic, serious and 
entertaining. And in those respects it is alto- 
gether like a welcome valentine. 
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Senator Hennings’s New Post 

Chairman Kilgore of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee has appointed Senator Hennings to 
the Senate Internal Security subcommittee. This 
is doubly good. First, it recognizes the interest 
of Missouri’s senior Senator in the firm and just 
enforcement of laws against internal subversion. 
Second, it assures us all that the deliberations 
of the subcommittee will benefit from Senator 
Hennings’s deep concern for human rights so 
that the security laws are not applied unjustly. 

There is no more difficult problem in all the 
Federal Government than to strike this fair 
and delicate balance. Thomas Ci Hennings Jr., 
as a member of the importdnt Senate subcom- 
mittee that Senator Jenner of Indiana headed 
in the last Congress, will be in a position to 
devote his legal skill and his devotion to the 
Bill of Rights toward the solution of that 
urgent problem. 
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Remembering Don Mellett 

The escaped killer of the crusading Ohio edi- 
tor Don R. Mellett has just been placed on the 
FBI’s list of the “10 most wanted men.” And 
so the name of the martyred newspaper man 
comes back into the news with a reproach as 
timely as on that night when he was slain by 
an assassin’s bullet 29 years ago. A reproach to 
those office-holders and policemen who ally 
with crime, and to the apathetic citizens whe 
tolerate these faithless public servants. 

The entire nation has seen in the last few 
years a repetition of the conditions that led up 
to the assassination of Don Mellett, conditions 
that have come close to home right here in 
Missouri and in St. Louis. Mellett was editor 
of the Canton (O.) Daily News, and he was 
engaged in exposing an alliance between hood- 
lums and police officials. A “cold-blooded paid 
assassin,” Patrick Eugene McDermott, was hired 
by elements of the Canton underworld, the 
prosecution charged. On the night of July 16, 
1926, as the crusading editor was putting his 
car in the garage at his home, the hired killer 
shot him from ambush. ; 

“It was but an accident that Canton was the 
scene of his martyrdom,” as the late Marlin E. 
Pew, managing editor of Editor & Publisher, 
the newspaper trade magazine, declared at Jour- 
nalism Week at the University of Missouri two 
years later. “It might have been any one of 
scores of American cities. Let us think of these 
matters as constituting an American problem.” 
These might well have been the words, a quar- 
ter century later, of the Senate Crime Investi- 
gating Committee headed by Senator Kefauver. 

For the American problem of which Marlin 
Pew spoke at Columbia continues to be very 
much with us. Don R. Mellett is a name with 
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which to conjure up a realization that good citt- 
zens will never cease to attack that problem 
as long as it exists. 
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‘Poultice to a Cancer’ 


If President Eisenhower and his Cabinet want 
to know what is wrong with their program for 
aid to public schools they need do no more than 
to read what The Washington Post is saying on 
the subject almost every morning. 

Reflecting in part perhaps Mrs. Agnes E. 
Meyer’s intense and informed interest in the 
public school crisis, The Washington Post com- 
mends the President on his recognition of the 
grave shortages in teachers and classrooms. But 
the Administration’s proposed solution—a com- 
plicated system of state-federal participation in 
school band flotation—is*no solution, as The Post 
sees the problem. It is instead “an attempt to 
apply a poultice to a cancer.” It is a “remedy 
hestitant, temporizing and inadequate.” To 
quote the forthright capital newspaper: 


We think the President has balked at a 
bugbear. The condition of the schools as 
he has pictured it constitutes a national 
crisis. Congress now has before it care- 
fully considered bills which will meet this 
crisis more quickly, more generously and 
more effectively than the President's plan. 
We hope it will enact one of them soon. 


And so, we might add, do countless American 
citizens who were much disappointed by the 
timid, involved, false-economy approach em- 
bodied in the President's message. 

There is no catching up later for the child 
who is cheated at any stage of his schooling. If 
millions are cheated because of lack of teachers 
and rooms and other facilities, a whole genera- 
tion will suffer. That is something a self-gov- 
erning democracy cannot think of permitting. 
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Defender of Diplomats 

On the page opposite Thomas L. Stokes takes 
a dim view of diplomats. Business men, farmers, 
factory workers, teachers— all kinds of people 
quickly get together despite national differences, 
he says, but not diplomats. If Mr. Harold Nicol- 
son, a long-time British diplomat, reads this, he 
is almost sure to tell Mr. Stokes a few things. 

One of the reasons the world is in its present 
state, contends Mr. Nicolson, is because old-time 
diplomats simply have not had a chance to show 
what they could do. These were—and their sur- 
vivors are—men of patriotism; intelligence, un- 
derstanding and patience. They were impressed 
by their duty to serve national interests but to 
keep the world at peace. So they were willing to 
talk quietly and to wait patiently for a formula 
to- take the threat out of the problem in hand. 

In a way, Woodrow Wilson was their nemesis 
when he insisted on open covenants openly ar- 
rived at. Mr. Nicolson is not an advocate of 
secret treaties, but he is skeptical about the pos- 
sibility of arriving at agreement openly—espe- 
cially in this radio era. When every word is in- 
stantly heard at home, there is little chance for 
negotiation and compromise. Every word must 
be unyielding and “tough.” And so there is little 
chance to send anything home for ratification.

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No Place for a Dead Letter 


We have no valid laws in Missouri which 
either require or permit segregation of the 
races in the public schools. . . . It is the 
opinion of this office that the provisions of 
the Missouri Constitution and statutes, relat- 
ing to separate schools for white and colored, 
are superseded by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and are, 
therefore unenforceable. 


These are the words of an opinion rendered 
by Attorney General John M. Dalton last June 30 
following ‘the Supreme Court’s decision that 
school segregation violates the United States 
Constitution. On the basis of this ruling, many 
school districts in all parts of Missouri have al- 
ready ended segregation, and many others are 
planning to end it with the next school year. 

Missourians can take justifiable pride in the 
orderly, sane, unpretentious way their state has 
moved to comply with the Supreme Court deci- 
sion. There has been no violence. No hysterics. 
No dramatics. There has been flexibility and 
adaptation to local circumstances, some districts 
ending segregation all at once, some by gradual 
steps, some postponing action for a time. The 
record is a modg¢l for all border states and in- 
deed for the Southern states as well. 

In these circumstances, it would be absurd for 
the Legislature to decline to repeal the statutes 
which require school segregation. The statutes 
are a dead letter, as the Attorney General has 
so plainly ruled. Legally it may not matter a 
great deal whether they remain on the books 
or not. But just to make sure that there can be 
no misunderstanding —to remove any possible 
source of confusion as to what the Missouri law 
actually is—the Legislature should formally re- 
peal the statutes which the United States Su- 
preme Court has struck down. 

Members of the House Public Schools Commit- 
tee are to be congratulated, therefore, for-re- 
versing their initial decision, and reporting 
favorably bills to accomplish that repeal. We 
trust that the House will follow the recommen- 
dation of its committee and that the Senate will 
concur. It would be an anomaly for the state 
which has taken the lead in complying with the 
Supreme Court decision to hesitate to repeal its 
school segregation laws. 
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First Step to Home Defense 

Representative Bolling of Kansas City has a 
good idea, we think, in proposing that the two 
houses of Congress create a joint group to study 
the needs of civil defense. 

One of the first needs of civil defense is the 
whole-hearted support of Congress. So far, 
Congress has been largely apathetic toward this 
phase of national preparedness, and has given 
it little more than token support. 

One of the first things the study proposed 
by Mr. Bolling could do would be to convince 
the members of the study group—and through 
them, Congress as a whole—that civil defense 
is really needed. 

Once that was done, it would be possible to 
settle upon a program which would not only look 
well on paper but also be accompanied by the 
appropriations necessary to put it into practice. 
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“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor gloom of night stays these couriers from swift 


accomplishment of their appointed routes.”—Nor does even low pay! 


Economic Aid Is Not Enough

The recovery of Europe was made 
possible not simply by lavish American 
aid, but also by a feeling of common 
need in Western Europe stronger, prob- 
ably, than at any time since the Cru- 
sades. 


The process of recovery was intended 
to repair the ravages of war and to 
stave off the threat of Communism. 
Both objects were secured. A close 


understanding between America and 


Europe became possible since on either 
side of the Atlantic 
society and indus- 
try were at roughly 
the same stage of 
development. There 
was thus no ob- 
stacle to the free 
flow of ideas. 

Yet even in these 
exceptionally fa- 
vorable circum- 
stances. a point 
came when doubts 
arose whether eco- 
nomic aid was pro- 
ducing the results 
expected from it. 

American opin- 
fon on the whole subscribed to the idea 
that recovery provided a unique oppor- 
tunity for some form of European polit- 
‘ical union. But as Europe drew farther 
away from the abyss its component 
parts seemed Jess and less anxious 
to unify. 


“You are trying to make these coun- 
tries well and prosperous, are you not?” 
Senator Fulbright asked Mr. Hoffmann 
during a congressional hearing on the 
extension of ECA: “Are you not in ef- 
fect destroying, in a way, the real in- 
centive to bring about a union by being 
so successful in this recovery?” 


Behind the Point IV Program 


If such perplexities can arise be- 
tween Europe and America it is in- 
evitable that there should be much 
greater perplexity when Europe and 
America together try to assess the ef- 
fect of economic aid on the “under- 
developed countries.” 


The belief underlying all this aid is, 
in the words with which President Tru- 
man launched his “Point IV” proposals 
six years ago, that “greater production 
is the key to prosperity and peace, and 
the key to greater production is a wider 
and more vigorous application of scien- 
tific and technical knowledge.” 


This belief is echoed by the leaders 


Harry Truman 


of Asia and Africa themsélves. Almost . 


unanimously they insist that what they 
want is economic help in raising the 
standard of living of their peoples; that 
it is technical help and not military 
pacts which will preserve them from 
Communism. 


There is no reason, however, to ac- 
cept this argument as self-evident. Com- 
munists have never shown particular in- 
terest in countries which have reached 
only a primitive or feudal stage of de- 
velopment. 

They support anti-colonial campaigns, 
but as Marxists they look; in theory, for 
revolutionary material largely in those 
more advanced states. which have 


reached some degree of industrializa- 


tion. It is precisely such eois” 
states which are now being bu cre- 
ated from the “under-developed” lands 
of the world. 

If the Marxist analysis were right, the 
main function of the present aid pro- 
grams (“Point IV,” the Colombo Plan, 
Colonial Development, etc.) would be 
to prepare fertile fields for Communist 
sowing. 

Such pessimism is not justified— 
though it may sometimes be a useful 
corrective to the casually optimistic 
prophecies about what must happen 
when. deserts are made to blossom like 
roses. 

In fact most “under-developed” states 
today have no chance of remaining in a 
condition of primitive or feudal isola- 
tion. _The choice before them is be- 
tween building a reasonably up-to-date 
society or anarchy. 


In West’s Best Traditions 


Either process could lead to Commu- 
nism, but of the two the second is much 
the more likely road. 


Independence has usually been pre- 
sented as a stepping-stone to prosperity, 
so that the economic aid programs, apart 
from any other value, help to protect 

ublic opinion against premature dis- 
lusionment,. 

It is true that, as the experience of 
Persia showed, unindustrialized coun- 
tries haye a much greater capacity for 
stopping short of chaos then the West 
usually gives them credit for; but the 
danger is real. Anarchy creates a 
vacuum, and Communists are adept at 
filling vacuums. 


In spite of the risks, it is essential 
that plans for raising the standard of 
living in Asia and Africa should con- 
tinue and be multiplied. 


They spring from the best traditions 
of the West; they show signs of captur- 
ing the imagination of those they are 
designed to help. But it must always 
be realized that their effects will be 
unpredictable. 


As a country grows more prosperous, 
it does not necessarily grow more so- 
cially content or more politically stable. 


Understand Asia and Africa 


The fact that Asia and Africa have 
inherited the West's jargon of technical 
progress is no guarantee that they will 
continue to look to the West for help 
or inspiration. That will depend much 
more on whether they understand and 
sympathize with the West and whether 
any real cultural or economic bonds can 
be established. 


Economic aid will not create such 
bonds unless the Western peoples seek 
to understand the aspirations and insti- 
tutions of the under-developed nations 
and to adjust not only their aid but 
also their whole relationship to that 
understanding. 

ere are certain to be many disap- 
intments ahead, but these will be less 


itter when it is taken for granted that 


one of the most prized attributes of 
statehood among those who have newly 
won independence is the right to be- 
have with what their neighbors take for 
inconsequence,

MALLELUJAH, MISSISSIPPI], by Louis Coch

Louis Cochran, when he was a boy, 
lived in Hallelujah, Mississippi, a sure- 
enough town, resembling all the little 
towns in the deep South before the 
world wars began. “And the people 
who lived there were as distinguished 
a race of men as ever filled the heart 
of a small boy with lasting wonder.” 
After he grew up, Cochran found his 
heart still filled with wonder as he 
thought of the people who had lived in 
the tiny town of Hallelujah. They were 

, his folks and he 
wanted people 
everywhere to 
know them as he 
had known them. 
Not as characters 
in a novel. That 
wouldn't be fair to 
them, for they were 
ma honest-to-God folks. 
Like his own Dad 
who ran the Green- 
Front Store; Old 
Clem Patten, the 
town banker, hard- 
faced but __ soft- 
hearted; Sam Byrd, 
editor of the “Hot 
Times”; Doc Tom Elmer, who never 
drew the color line; Brother McInnis, 
Squire Turnip Higginson and a lot of 
others, saints and sinners but -all sanc- 
tified alike under the legacy of the 
Lost Cause. 

So this Louis Cochran, though he had 
written novels like “Row’s End,” which 
came out just last year, sat down and 
wrote what he calls a portrait of a 
Southern town. 

How that Southern town came to be 
called Hallelujah, is told in the follow- 
ing legend: A Scottish preacher came 
that way long ago, stood on a hilltop, 
looked upon the earth in every direc- 
tion and found it good. He knelt and 
cried, “Hallelujah,” and built his camp 
on the hilltop and it has been Hallelu- 
jah, ever since. The Southerners who 
settled there, as Cochran describes 
them, were fundamentally a farmer folk 
with an evangelistic faith in God, the 
old time Democratic party, and next 
year’s cotton crop. “Conditioned by our 
background of hot furrowed fields and 
a hope for rain, we are tolerable to 
live with but quick to argue, con- 
cerned more with man’s raising than

‘what he’s got.” 


Riding herd on these Southerners of 
Hallelujah was Sam Byrd with his 
Washington hand press and his weekly 

aper, which spoke out on all public 

es, as it did when Miles Johnson 
passed away rather suddenly during a 
discussion with his neighbor, Joséph 
Brown. It was an occasion that called 
for obituarial comment. Sam Byrd was 
equal to it. “The deceased,” reported 
Hot Times, “was well known in this 
community where he had lived all his 
life, and was a man who had the 
courage of his cussedness. Such men 
are doubtless as rare in the hereafter 
as they are rare on earth, and the good 
Lord called him home. Blessed be the 
name of the Lord.” 

There were ructions sometimes 
among the Hallelujahites, but mostly 
they were good friends and neighbors. 
Louis Cochran loved them in spite of 
their faults. He is proud to introduce 
them just as they were.

Gore Vidal's Scripts 
Pack Punch on TV 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14. 

ORE VIDAL, who was once very aptly described as 
((§ precocious and prolific, published his first novel, “Wil- 

liwaw,” when he was not yet 21 years old. He has now 
reached the ripe old age of 29 and has written eight 
novels — unless a couple 
have escaped me—all of 
them mordant, interesting, 
vividly written, though 
sometimes a little light- 
bodied. 

Even a few minutes’ ex- 
posure to his writing in 
whatever form it happens 
to take, will convince you 
that you are in the pres- 
ence of a very gifted, cock- 
sure and slightly morbid 
mind. I don’t know how 
many TV scripts Vidal has" 
written; I have seen three 
—one an adaptation of a 
Faulkner story, the other 
two originals—and all of 
them were wonderfully in- 
teresting, out of the ordi- 
nary and not easily for- 
gotten.

THE LAST OF THESE was a play called “A Sense of 
Justice” on NBC's “Philco Playhouse” recently. This was a 
rather strange tense drama about a young man, whose 
wife has just died, who has nothing much to live for, and 
who resolves to travel to a small western town and kill 
the notoriously evil boss who runs it. He has a fanatic 
conviction that murder—at least, this particular man’s 
murder—will be a useful public service. Practically every- 
one tries, and fails, to dissuade him. 

In the end, it fs the potential victim who calmly faces 
the fanatic’s revolver and talks him out of the killing. It’s 
quite a scene—a murderous mobster arguing that society’s 
organized forces of law and order are better « ,uipped to 
mete out justice than private citizens, no matter how high- 
minded. It isn’t, frankly, a very plausible scene, but then 
Vidal writes with such self-confidence that it isn’t until 
later that you begin to wonder. 

“A Sense of Justice” was enormously helped by some 
splendid performances, notably that of E. G. Marshall as 
the political boss and John Hudson as the young fanatic. 
Producer was Gordon Duff and the director was Bob Mulli- 
gan.

ANOTHER VIDAL PLAY was “Dark Possession” which 
was done a long time ago by “Studio One.” This was an 
eerie little business about a Victorian family of three sis- 
ters and a father, living in New Hampshire all wrapped up 
in old hatreds and surrounded by vaguely menacing Vic- 
torian furniture. 

Two of the sisters are getting on in years and seemed 
to hate each other. It seems, we gradually find out, that 
both had loved the same man. He had married one of 
them (Geraldine Fitzgerald) and had later died under 
somewhat suspicious circumstances. Also in the house is the 
girl’s father, a bitter, contemptuous, paralyzed old man, who 
rolls about in a wheejchair, and a younger sister who is 
still relatively untouched by the surrounding bitterness. 

Into this baleful household there is interjected a note 
“of menace in the form of jeering letters taunting Miss Fitz- 
gerald with having been her husband’s murderess. The let- 
ters are clearly the handiwork of someone in the house- 
hold since they are found without postmarks on the hall 
table. But who? The answer as revealed in a harrowing scene 
at the end is a shocker. Miss Fitzgerald is writing the men- 
acing letters to herself. She is a schizophrenic with two en- 
-tirely separate identities, neither of which is aware of what 

the other is doing. °

IT WAS THE SORT of scene that almost any actress 
would dearly love to get her hands on_and Miss Fitzgerald 
made the most of it. In fact, she scared me half to death. 
As you can see, Vidal's work is not the sort of thing the 
children ought to wait up to see. The threat of violence, 
a*sort of insane violence, hangs over all of them; many of 
his characters are possessed by strange devils, indeed; but 
he is also a writer of unusual talent and authority. Any 
time you see Vidal’s name on a screen credit I doubt that 
you'll be bored. 

Incidentally, the direction by Franklin Schaffner, with 
‘4ts furtive shots by a camera, which sneaked around the 
‘Victorian house almost like a character in the play, was 
splendid.

While eggs are 
so plentiful and of such good 
quality, this will be a matter 
of interest. 


Of course an omelet must be 
made at the last minute, as it 
will not wait for service. This is 
true whether it is a French ome- 
elet, often called a plain omelet, 
or a fluffy omelet. Although 
the ingredients are very much 
the same, the results are quite 
different as the latter type calls 
for the use of well-beaten egg 
whites. 

Although it takes just a few 
minutes to cook a plain omelet, 
it must not be hurried. Medium 
heat should be used, and for the 
sake of flavor and _ texture, 
there must be no overcooking. 
If you plan to serve a sauce 
with the omelet, this should be 
prepared ahead of time so that 
it will be ready. 


When I make a fluffy omelet 
I like to use a tapioca base, 
which does away with the ne- 
cessity of drying the top in the 
oven after the mixture has set. 
We can almost say that fluffy 
omelet made by this method is 
fool-proof. The results will be 
the same time after time. The 
addition of a small amount of 
grated cheese adds flavor that 
a fluffy omelet, in contrast to 
a plain omelet, may lack. 


Fluffy Omelet. 

Two tablespoons tapioca, %4 
teaspoon salt, % teaspoon pep- 
per, 34 cup milk, % cup grated 
American cheese (optional), 1 
tablespoon butter, 4 egg whites, 
stiffly beaten, 4 egg yolks, well 
beaten, 2 tablespoons butter. 

Mix tapioca, salt, pepper and 
milk in saucepan. Stir until mix- 
ture boils. Remove from heat. 
Add cheese and one tablespoon 
butter. Add to beaten egg yolks 
while stirring. Fold into beaten 
egg whites. Melt remaining but- 
ter in 10-inch skillet and add 
egg mixture. Cook over low heat 
three minutes. Cover and cook 
about 10 minutes. A knife in- 
serted into omelet should come 
out clean. Cut across at right 
angles to handle of pan and 
fold, Yield: four servings.

OR most of her 25 years, 
F ever since she first started 

toddling home with an odd 
assortment of domestic and wild 
life ranging from caterpillars to 
cats, Shirley Seiler has constant- 
ly kept her family in a state of 
mild suspense. 

Toe this day, they’re never 
quite sure just when they might 
stumble over a snapping turtle 
in the bathtub, a boa constrictor 
in the corner of the room, an 
armadillo on the front porch or 
a goat named. “Angel” tied up 
in the backyard. But, being 
philosophical parents and sisters 
of an inveterate animal lover, 
they've learned to take Shirley’s 
pet boarders in stride. 

Knowing that Shirley, even as 
a child, preferred dogs to dolls 
and gleefully pounced on every 
snake, bird or bug she could 
find for a pet, they weren't at 
all surprised when she became 
a professional “snake charmer” 
at 13, joined a circus a few years 
later as director of the menag- 
erie, then finally took a job at 
the Humane Society of Missouri, 
1210 Macklind avenue, where 
she could spend at least eight 
hours a day caring for stray 
dogs and cats. 

A graduate of Cleveland High 
School, Shirley worked for the 
Humane Society for several 
years before joining the Alvera- 
do Wonder Circus last summer. 
Now she’s back as kennel super- 
intendent and, according to Di- 
rector Fritz Grolock, is one of 
the few women—and certainly 
one of the youngest—to hold 
such a responsible post in a big 
city animal shelter. 

Her job makes her a combi- 


nation nurse, disciplinarian, mo- 


rale-builder, reluctant execution- 
er, and social worker. She sees 
that the animals are properly fed 
and their cages are clean. She 
may comfort a homesick kitten 
or throw cold water on two 
snarling dogs to break up a 
fight. She helps the veterinarian 
and makes sure the injured and 
sick are comfortable. She helps 
destroy the unwanted strays and 
those for which death would 
mean a merciful end to their 
suffering. 

But one of her major assign- 
ments is as “placement officer,” 
making sure that dogs and cats 
are adopted into affectionate 
homes where they’ll receive good 


care. 
“That's the main thing as far

as we're concerned,” Shirley, a 


tiny brunette, said. “If we sus- 
pect that they won’t be treated 
right, we won’t let them go out, 
and we always follow up to make 
sure they’re being cared for. 

“Even with pedigreed dogs 
and cats, we won't place the 
papers when we place the ani- 
mals. We don’t want them to be 
used for show animals, but just 
for pets to make people happy.” 

She’s careful not to let a tiny 
puppy go into a home where 
there are young children who 
might treat the dog roughly. 
Usually, the puppies are three 
or four months old before 
they’re adopted.

F a child is afraid of dogs 
| ana the parents want to help 

him overcome his fears, Shirley 
suggests a setter or collie be- 
cause of their gentle disposi- 
tions. If there is a school-age 
boy in the household who wants 
a playful companion, she sug- 
gests the more aggressive and 
peppy wire-haired terrier. Older 
people sometimes select dachs- 
hunds or Scotties. Right now, 
the favorites are cocker span- 
iels, collies, beagles, fox ter- 
riers, bulldogs and German 
shepherds, although most of the 
dogs available for adoption are 
mutts of mixed ancestry. 

Even when people come in 
with a definite idea of the breed 
and size of dog they want, Shir- 
ley encourages them to browse 
around. 

“You'd be surprised how often 
they come back carrying a 
puppy that bears absolutely no 
resemblance to the one they 
wanted in the first place. They 
just saw this one and fell in 
love with it,” she says. 

She’s careful, however, never 
to force any animal on an indi- 
vidual.

Notes on Radiators. 


PLUMBER we know gets 
A pretty bitter during the win- 

ter months because he 
spends so much of his time run- 
ning about looking at radiators 
that don't need looking at if the 
people in the house would only 
understand what a radiator can 
and cannot do. 

He gave us as an example a 
household where the members 
of the family tried to regulate 
the amount of heat delivered by 
the radiator by closing down on 
the shut off valve. 

Now if you partially close the 
shut-off valve of a steam radia- 
tor you don't really do much in 
the way of limiting the amount 
of heat thrown out by the radia- 
tor but you do encourage the 
radiator and pipes to bang and 


( 


‘ 
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make other strange noises, This 
is becatise you have constricted 
the size of the opening through 
which the steam must pass. 

To make matters worse, when 
the steam condenses back into 
water, the water has a hard time 
getting out through the small 
opening and may leak out 
around the valve packing. 

The rule, then, is either have 
the shut-off valve wide open or 
fully closed. If you want to reg- 
ulate the output of the radiator, 
you can use a thermostat type 
air valve. which by controlling 
the amount of air escaping from 
the radiator will also control the 
heat output of the radiator. 

With a hot water radiator 
things are different. Here you 
can shut down on the valve and 
jit will reduce the amount of hot 
water reaching the radiator. 

However, if the radiator is 
connected in series with the 
other radiators, you may find 
that you have reduced the out- 
put of several radiators down 
the line.

The Name’s the Same—But the 
Sound’s So Different, 


OT long ago the mayor of 
N Atbany. N.Y., was asked by 

the citizens of Albany, Aus- 
tralia, for the correct pronuncia- 
tion of the name of his city. 
He reported that the consensus 
among his town’s inbahitants 
was for AWL-buh-nee, though 
the Australian burghers had 
plumped for AL-buh-nee. 

This prompted a_ Buffalo 
(N.Y.) reader to inquire whether 
there are any other notable in- 
stances of places having the 
same name but pronouncing it 
differently. The answer is, of 
course, that there are many. 
Here are just a few which come 
to mind. 

Both Egypt and Illinois pride 
themselves on their cities named 
Cairo—but the Egyptians call it 
KY-roh, while Illinois residents 
make it KAY-roh. 

A noted channel port in 
France is Calais, pronounced 
kah-LAY, but the Maine town 
of the same name is called 
KAL-iss by its residengs. 

The Rio Grande has. been 
famed in the lore of our South- 
west for generations and is gen- 
erally given a rough approxima- 
tion of the Spanish pronuncia- 
tion, REE-oh GRAHN-day. But 
the town of the same name in 
Southern Ohio is called RY-oh 
GRAND. 

Delhi, 


India, is pronounced 


with the “h” silent, as DEL-ee, 
but the “h” makes its presence 
strongly felt in the pronuncia- 
tion of the same name of a New 
York state village, DEL-hy. 

The proud city of Houston, 
Tex., pronounces its name 
HEW-stun in honor of Sam 
Houston, the Texas hero. But 
the street of the same name in 
lower New York City still is 
given the pronunciation favored 
by the early Dutch settlers, 
HOW-stun. It would be a fool- 
hardy Yankee indeed who would 
attempt that pronunciation deep 
in the heart of Texas!
